orth Red Deer Council 
an Court of Revision 


The Council of North Red Deer 
concluded its work as“a Court ol 
Revision on July Gth. Theme had 
been only fifteen appeals against .the 
assessment, and all, with the excep- 
tion of two, were confirmed. The re 
ductions made in these two cases 
were for $25 and $50 respectively. 
The assessment roll contains the 
names of only registered owners 0} 
‘property, and in case of new regis- 
tratious being affected, the new own: 
ers may'have their names put on thc 
1914 roll any time before the 15th of 
October by making application to 
the Council in writing and producing 
proof of the new registration. 

The total assessment of the village 
for 1914 stands at $652.295 for land 
values alone, after making authoriz- 
ed exemption of lands for school and 
church. ¥ 

The Council has considered the es- 
timates for 1914, and work is, going 
steadily ahead now. The rate for 
1914 has been struck, and is 10 mills 
on the dollar, the same as for 1913. 
Owing to the scarcity of money, 4 
liberal allowance was made for taxes 
not coming in before the end of the 
year, and a special inducement of 
10 per cent. discount is offened by 
the Council on all current taxes paid 
on or before August 3lst. 5 per 
cent. discount is given on all cur- 
rent taxes paid on or before Septem- 
ber 30th, and: taxes will be nett from 
that date to December 31st. 

The deviation on Maple Ave. is 
being rushed ahead under the super- 
vision of Councillor KE. Hermary.

Owing to the increased'mileage in 
the Alberta Division of the C. P. R., 
it has been found necessary to redis- 
tribute the territory, as far as tlic 
Superintendents’ districts are con 
cerned. The new districts, including 
two additional ores, will come into 
operation on August lst. Under the 
present system thete are Superinten- 
dents at.Calgary, Medicine Hat and 
Cranbrook, in addition to a terminal 
superintendent at Calgary. Two new 
superintendents are now appointed, 
one each for Lethbridge and Edmon- 
ton, making five in all. Red Deer 
will now be in No. 5 district (&d- 
monton), under the control of Sup- 
erintendent J. A. McGregor. Addi- 
tional territory has been added to 
Red Deer district, extending it on 
the east to Kerrobert and on_ the 
west to west of Rocky Mountain 
House. It is practically an assured
